JOHN HENRIK CLARKE advised that he visited Cuba at 
the behest of a cultural committee in Cuba who sponsored the 
trip of various writers and journalists. He stated he spent 
approximately eight days in Cuba visiting various historic 
sites. He advised that he wanted to go, not because he was 
impressed by the Cuban revolution, but because he was impressed 
by the fact that people who had lived in abject poverty ail 
their lives, as he had done throughout his childhood, were able 
to do something to bester themselves. He advised that his 
expenses were all paid for by this cultural committee in Cuba. 
He related that he could not recall the exact date of his visit 
but believed it was a few days prior to the July 26th celebration 
and a few days after the celebration in 1960. Mr. CLARKE 
declared that it was tke understanding of all the writers who 
made this trip to Cuba that they were perfectly free to write 
anything that they wished so and that they were not pressured 
to slant their writings regarding the trip. 


CLARKE advised that he was never approached by 
anyone to write a pamphlet or a brochure regarding racial 
conditions in the United States for publication in Cuba. He 
stated that while he was visiting in Cuba he had spoken to 
several editors about racial problems and he told them that 
he believed that American authorities or American writers should 
be the ones who would write about racial problems in the United 
States to clear up any misconceptions or misinformation that 
the Cuban people may have had about this condition.

that sometime after his return from Cuba hé heard from these 
editors and he sent them a copy of his book entitled "The Black 
Christ", which book consists of seventeen short stories. He 
advised that he never heard from the editors again nor does he 
know if his book was reprinted in the Spanish language in Cuba. 


Mr. CLARKE stated that he never had a thing to do with, 
nor did he have any knowledge of the riot which occurred at the 
United Nations during Ambassador STEVENSON s speech, He stated 
that the first thing he knew about this ineident that occurred 
at the United Nations was when he rèst of it in the newspapers. 


Mr. CLARKE advised that he was never approached . 
directly by anyone from a European publishing house to publish 
or to write any type of pamphlet or brochure regarding conditions 
in the United States. He did state, however, that approximately 
one year ago a friend of his, unnamed, in Chicago advised CLARKE 
that a publisher in Czechoslovakia was interested in publishing 
material on Africa. This friend suggested to CLARKE. that perhaps 
this Czechoslovakian publisher would be interested in CLARKE's 
book entitled "Great African Chiefs," CLARKE advised that this 
book of his has never been published and he has spent a great PERRE 
deal of time and effort in an endeavor to have it published. 

He gent a copy of his book, "Great African Chiefs" to this 
Czechoslovakian publisher and has never heard from them since, 
CLARKE stated that he was never approached by any foreign govern- 
ment either in Europe or anywhere else to write any type of 
pamphlet or brochure dealing with problems in the United States 
or anything having to do with Africa, 


When questioned.as to whether or not he had ever been 
a member of the Communist Party of the United States, CLARKE 
stated that he had never belonged to this party at any time 
in his life. a 
CLARKE stated that he had been a subscriber to the 
"Daily Worker" but he cannot recall the year, He stated that 
his subscription was only for a very short while and he did not 
read the paper because of any liking for the Communist philosophy, 
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but he read it because on many occasions there were good articles 
in it from various Negro writers, 


Regarding his own political activity or affiliation, 
CLARKE stated he has attended meetings ofevery type of political 
group that has ever held a meeting in New York City; however, 
he advised that he has never belonged to any group. He stated 
that he considers himself a liberal democrat since a party 
must register for some political party. 


CLARKE advised that in his application for e position 
with the United Stetes Information Agency he had put in that 
he had been employed for six years with a broadcasting company. 
CLARKE advised that tnis was not entirely true but he had 
worked for six years at that National Broadcasting Company 
cleaning up while employed by the City Service Cleaning Contrac- 
tors, who had been engaged by the National Broadcasting Company 
to clean the various studios. 


CLARKE advised that his reason for making application 

for a position with the United States Information Agency was 
that on his various trips abroad, especially in Africa and 
Italy, he found that personnel of the United States Information 
Agency had a complete lack of knowledge of thecustoms. and... 
culture of the country they were serving in. He advised that he 
especially noted this regarding the Negro members of the United = 
States Information Agency who were serving in Africa, He stated 

N that none of them seemed to know the culture, language, or l 
background of the section of Africa that they were serving in i 
and he felt that it would serve the interests @the United States 
better if a person who was informed would make application for 
a position and serve. 


CLARKE advised, with regard to his allegedly holding 
a position at the New School for Social Research, that he had 
merely been a guest lecturer on a very few occasions on the 
subject of Africa and it has been over two years since he has 
performed this type of service for this school, 


Regarding various Negro nationalist groups in Harlem, 
New York City, CLARKE said he has never belonged to any groups 
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of this type. He said that he could not stand fer the principals 
upon which most of these groups are founded and that is the 

Mig lie," He advised that the one thing he has noticed in the 
Harlem area is that this technique of the "big lie" goes over 
much better with the average person in Harlem if stated in a 

loud angry voice than the exact facts or truth of a situation 
does if stated by a person in a quite sensible voice. He advised 
that for this reason he has never made any attempt to affiilate 
himself with any of the Negro nationalist groups.

The records of the New York Secretary of State, 
Albany, New York, show that the certificate of incorporation 
of Freedomways Associates, Incorporated, was filed'on March 2, 


The Spring, 1963, issue of "Freedomways" is self- 
described as "A Quarterly Review of the Negro Freedom 
Movement" published by Freedomways Associates, Incorporated, 
799 Broadway, New York City. 


On May 24, 1961, a source advised that a report 
‘was given on "Freedomways" at a meeting of the National 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on May 24, 1961. 
It was stated that the original plan called for the 
publication to be openly Marxist, but that it was later 
decided it would not be avowedly a Marxist publication, 
Editorials are in the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and non-Marxists. It was stated that the central purpose 
of "Freedomways" is to develop a theory and positive criticism 
of currents in the Negro movement, as well as to raise the 
level of understanding and discussion taking place in 
Negro life today and to project a socialist and pro-Soviet 
orientation. 


On May 25, 1961, another source advised that 
"Freedomways" was set up for the CPUSA by James Jackson, a 
member of the National Committee of the CPUSA,

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York 
Times" newspaper contains a full-page advertisement 
captioned “What Is Really Happening In Cuna,” placed 
by the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC). This 
advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC in New 
York City and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate 
"the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize tne 
distorted American press. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United 
States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 
1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and 
ROBERT TABER as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified 
he and TABER obtained funds from the Cuban Government 
which were applied toward the cost of the afore-mentioned 
advertisement, 


On May 16, 1953, a source advised that during the 
first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle 
between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
elements to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby 
influence FPCC policy. However, during the past year this 
source observed there has been a successful effort by FPCC 
leadership to minimize the role of these and other 
organizations in the FPCC so that today their infiuence 
is negligible. 


On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that the 
National Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 
799 Broadway, New York City. According to this source, the 
position of National Office Director was created in the 
fall of 1962 and was filled by VINCENT "TED" LEE, who now 
formulates FPCC policy. This source observed LEE has 
followed a course of entertaining and accepting the 
cooperation of many other organizations including the 
CP and the SWP when he has felt it would be to his personal 
benefit as well as the FPCC's. However, LEE has indicated 
to this source he has no intention of permitting FPCC policy 
to be determined by any other organization.

originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. | MUHAMMAD. 
-claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S teaching . 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 


Such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves _ 


of the white. race, referred to as "white devils," in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its . 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "tar of Armageddon."

It notes that the Conference wus cponsored by the 
American Society of African Culture and that the Negro 
writers "discussed the materials used by Negro writers, 
Soclel responsibility and protest writing, marketing 
problems and opportunities for the develooment of Negro 
writers. 


This pamphlet contains an article by CLARKE entitled 
"Recluiming the Lost African Heritage". In this article, 
CLARKE states that he is not of the school that believes 
that people of African descent in the Western world nave no 
African heritage toreclaim. He adds that the image of 
Africa was distorted by imperialists as being a savage and back- 
werd land because they sought to justify their destruction 
of African cultural patterns and ways of life. He notes 
that scholars have pointed to an African heritage which he 
feels must be reclained in order to reconcile American 
Negroes in general and Negro writers in particular with 
their roots.

Records of Corporation Division, Secretary of 
State, State of Illinois, reviewed June 24, 1959, reflect 
that Articles of Incorporation, Non-Profit, for Afro- 
American Heritage Association were filed October 3, 1958, 
giving the purpose of the organization as being "to spread 
Wide and far the history and heritage of people of African 
descent to Negroes and to the whole American people,...” 


A source advised on May 8, 1963, that African 
American Heritage Association (AAHA), with headquarters at 
306 East 43rd Street, Chicago, Illinois, was known as Afro- 
American Heritage Association until February, 1961. It 
was founded by ISHMAEL FLORY for the ostensible purpose of Y 
teaching African History and culture to American Negroes. 
AMHA is strongly influenced by tne Communist Party (CP) of 
Illinois. It has a governing board represented by both 
Communists and non - Communist members und some individuals 
with strong nationalistic tenGencies. This board decides policy, 
reflecting CP policy on some issues and opposing CP policy 
on other issues; for example, the CP rejects the concept 
of Afro-American as a reference term to the American Negro 
and rejects aspects of nationalism, both of which are 
reflected in the AAHA program. 


FLORY is a member of the Negro Commission, CP 
of Illinois, and theoretically under the discipline of 
the CP. He continues to be the guiding force in AAHA,

This advertise- 
ment announced the formation of the FPCC in New York City 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba” to neutralize the distorted 
American press, 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 
1961, reported that at a hearing conducted before the 
United States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on 
January 10, 1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified 
himself and ROBERT TABER as organizers of the FPCC, He 
also testified he and TARER obtained funds from the Cuban 
Government which were applied toward the cost of the afore- 
mentioned advertisement, 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) elements to exert their power within the FPCC 
and thereby influence FPCC policy. This source added that 
during the past year there had been a successful effort by 
FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and other 
organizations in the FPCC so that their influence as of 
May, 1963, was negligible, 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450, 


On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that 
VINCENT "TED" LEE, FPCC National Office Director, was then 
formulating FPCC policy and had indicated that he had no 
intention of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by 
any other organization. This source stated that LEE 
believed that the FPCC should advocate resumption of 
diplomatic relations between Cuba and the United States 
and should support the right of Cubans to manage their

The November 23, 1963, edition of "The New York 
Times" reported that Senator THOMAS J. DODD of Connecticut 


had called FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of 
the CASTRO network in the United States." It is to be noted 


that Senator DODD was a member of the Senate Internal Security 


Subcommittee which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC, 


The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York 
World Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro- 
CASTRO FPCC was seeking to go out of business and that 
its prime activity during its lifetime had been sponsor- 
ship of pro-CASTRO street rallies and mass picket lines, 
and the direction of an active propaganda mill highlighting 
illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Iks comparatively brief 
span of life was attributed to mounting anti-CASTRO American 
public opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which dis- 
closed FPCC financing by CASTRO's United Nations Delegation, 
and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC received 
from disclosure cf activities on its behalf by suspected 
presidential assassin, LEE H, OSWALD. 


On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned 
second source advised that V. T., LEE had recently remarked 
that the FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to 
organize another similar organization. 


On April 13, 1964, a third source advised that 
there had not been any FFCC activity in many months and 
that the FPCC had been dissolved.

A source advised on May 18, 1962, that WILLIAM 
ALBERTSON had contacted LILLIAN MARTINEZ during May, 1962, 
at which time he requested her to take the assignment of 
forming a new organization, the formation of which had 
been previously discussed at Harlem Communist Party (CP) 
meetings, which would be called Freedomways Forum and which 
in appearance would be a non-CP organization but in effect 
would be a new front for the Harlem CP through which all 
Harlem CP work would be accomplished. 


The source advised on November 6, 1963, that a 
meeting of a committee specifically selected by the 11th 
A.D. Club of the Harlem CP was held at 2235 5th Avenue, 

New York, New York, on November 1, 1963, at which a definite 
decision was made to establish the Freedomways Forum which 
would be known as the Harlem Freedomways Forum (HFF). It

A second source advised on November 8, 1962, that 
WILLIAM ALBERTSON was the Executive Secretary of the New York 
District, CP, USA, 


A third source advised on April 2, 1963, that 
LILLIAN MARTINEZ was a member of the Harlem Region of the 
CP, USA. 
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JEFFERSON BOOK SHOP, INCORPORATED 


A source provided information in the spring of 
1945 which indicated that the Jefferson Book Shop, Incorpo- 
rated, (JBS) had officially opened on April 1, 1944. 


The recorás of the New York County Supreme Court 
reflected that on December 3, 1946, papers were filed with 
the Department of State, State of New York, incorporating 
the JBS, Incorporated, to sell books and magazines at whole- 
sale and retail among other purposes. 


LOUIS F, BUDENZ, former Managing Editor of the 
"Daily Worker," an East Coast Communist newspaper which 
suspended publication on January 13, 1958, and a self- 
admitted member of the Communist Party (CP) until 1945, 
advised in March, 1947, that the JBS was one of a number 
of outlets for Communist Party literature which had been 
set up by the CP. 


A second source advised on February 14, 1961, that 
at a meeting of the New York District CP Staff held that date, 
DANIEL RUBEL gave a report on the operation of the JBS. He 
announced that it had shown a small profit in 1960 and that 
approximately 35 per cent of the sales was of Marxist - 
Progressive material. A number of suggestions were advanced 
by those present to improve the sales of CP literature at 
the JBS and it was announced that 63 young people, who had 
come into contact with the party through the JBS, were 
thinking about joining the party and some were recurits 
into the party. 


A third source advised on February 1, 1961, that 
on that date HY LUMER, CP, USA Educational Director, referred 
to DANIEL RUBEL as being in charge of literature distribution 
of the New York District of the CP, USA.

MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED 


The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York 
Times," a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which indicated that 
MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) and Minister of NOI Mosque #7, New York, who 
proke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the 
Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to 
the article, would be a broadly based politically oriented 
black nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by 
voluntary contributions. In this public statement MALCOLM X- 
urgeu Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence when 
it is necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes form rifle 
clubs to protect their lives and property in times of 
emergencies in areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling to protect them. 


Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
106%, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to 

be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 


During an. appearance over KYW - Television, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on April 7, 1964, MALCOLM X stated that 
the MMI does not stand for integration, but for complete 
freedom, justice, and equality for Negroes. He stated 
that Islam was the religious philosophy of the MMI, while 


the political, economic and social philosophy was black 
nationalism, 


On May 15, 1964, a confidential source advised that 
the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 128, Hotel 
Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue, New York City, where they were 
established on March 16, 1964, 
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NATION OF ISLAM, MOSQUE #7, 
NEW YORK CITY 


l y 5, 1964, a source advised that the Nation 
of Islam (NOT) affiliate in New York City is know: as 
Mosque #7, also known as Temple #7, and is located at 

102 West 116th Street, New York City. Mosque #7 is 

part of the NOT neaded by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, Tllinois. Mosque HT” has two 
branches; Mosque PTD at 105-03 Northern Boulevard, 

Queens, New York City, and Mosque TO at 120 Madison 
Street, Brooklyn, New York, These branches are part

The date Mosque #7 originated in New York City 
is not known,

"The Worker," an East Coast Communist newspaper, 
October 16, 1960, issue, announced the opening of the New 
York School for Marxist Studies (NYSMS) with general classes 
beginning October 17, 1960, and Student Committee on Progressive 
Education (SCOPE) (Youth) Classes beginning October 14, 1960. 
The address of the School is Room 1922, 853 Broadway at 14th 
Street, New York, New York, 


The records of Pierce Mayer & Greer, 41 East 42nd 
Street, New York City, reflect that on August 29, 1960, 
HERBERT APTHEKER leased Room 1922-23, 853 Broadway, New 
York City, for the period starting October 1, 1960. The 
premises were to be occupied by a "People's School." On 
July 3, 1962, HERBERT APTHEKER signed a new lease for 
Room 1922-23, 853 Broadway, New York City, to start 
October 1, 1962, which reflects that the premises were 
to be used as an office for the NYSMS, 


During April and May, 1964, a second source 
furnished information that the NYSMS was then in operation 
at 853 Broadway, New York, New York. 


A third source advised on December 14, 1959, that 
at the 17th National Convention of the CP, USA, held December 
10 - 13, 1959, HERBERT APTHEKER was elected a member of the 
National Committee of the CP, USA. 


The May, 1963, issue of "Political Affairs," self- 
described as the theoretical organ of the CP, USA, reflects 
that HERBERT APTHEKER has been replaced as editor of that 
publication after holding this position for several years.

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ORGANIZATION OF AFRO-AMERICAN UNITY (OAAU) 


On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI 
in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, New 
York City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it 
shall include "all" people of African descent in the 
Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters 
on the African continent. It is patterned after the "letter 
and spirit" of the Organization of African Unity established 
(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in 
May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights," while the initial objective is to 
"internationalize" the American civil rights movement by 
taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non- 
violent civil rights movement and claims that Negroes should 
be taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary. 

The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes of education, 
politics, culture, economics and social reform. 


On August 19, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the headquarters of the OAAU are located in MMI head- 
quarters, Suite 128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 7th Avenue, New York 
City. 
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John Henrik Clarke, also known as John Henry

The March 13, 1964 edition of "The New York 
Times," a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which indicated that 
MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the 
Nation of Islam (NOL) who bpr dre with the NOI on March 8, 
1964, publicly announced in New York City on March 12, 
1964, that he had formed the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). 
The MMI, according to the article, would be a broadly based 
politically oriented black nationalist movement for Negroes 
only, financed by voluntary contributions. In this public 
statement, MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine 
of non-violence when it is necessary to defend themselves in 
the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested that 
Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and property 
in time of emergencies in areas where the government is 
unable or unwilling to protect them. 


Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 

1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law cf the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principais." The principal place of worship to 

be locaed in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 


The May 23, 1964 edition of the "New York Amsterdam 
News," a weekly Negro newspaper published in New York City, 
contained an article by columnist JAMES BOOKER in which he 
indicated that he had heard that the visit by MALCOIM X 
with Muslim leaders during his African tour has changed ° 
him to become more religious. 


On October 6, 1964, a confidential source 
advised that the MMI is apparently affiliated with the 
true orthodox Islamic Religion through its affiliation 
with the Islamic Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside 
Drive, New York City.

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant 
civil rights action group to be known as the Organization 
of Afro-American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. 
This announcement was made at a public rally held by the 
MMI in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, 
New York City. 


A printed and published statement of basic 
OAAU aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates 
that it shall include "all" people of African descent 
in the Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers 
and sisters on the African continent. It is patterned 
after the "letter and spirit" of the Organization of 
African Unity established (by African heads of States) 
at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at 
this meeting indicates that the aim of theQAU is to 
eliminate differences between Negroes so they can work 
together for "human rights," while the initial objective 
is to "internationalize" the American civil rights move- 
ment by taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned 
the non-violent civil rights movement and claims that 
Negroes should be taught to protect themselves, when 
and if necessary. The OAAU will sponsor a program for 
Negroes of education, politics, culture, economics, and 
social reform.

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by ALLAH, the Supreme Being, 
to. lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the 
wilderness of North America by establishing an independent 
black nation in the United States. Members following 
MUHAMMAD's teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" 
believe there is no such thing as a Negro; the so-called 
Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as "white 
devils", in the United States; and the white race, because 
of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon," 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States, 


On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible’ 
prosecution by the United States Government however, he 
did not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings 
of his organization, 
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NATION OF ISLAM (CONTINUED) 


On May 2, 1966, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
in early July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the 
economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined 
the NOI, This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would 
help him acquire additional followers and create more 
interest in his programs,

ORGANIZATION OF AFRO-AMERICAN UNITY, INCORPORATED (OAAU) 


On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI in 
ene Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, New York 

ity. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it shall 
include "all" people of African descent in the Western 
Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters on the 
African continent. It is patterned after the "letter and spirit" 
of the Organization of African Unity established (by African 
heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOIM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
"human rights", while the initial objective is to "internation- 
alize" the American civil rights movement by taking it to the 
United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non-violent civil rights 
movement and claims that Negroes should be taught to protect 
themselves, when and if necessary. The OAAU will sponsor a 
program for Negroes in education, politics, culture, economics, 
and social reform. 


MALCOIM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, New 
York City. 


On April 13, 1965, a confidential source advised 
that on March 26, 1965, the OAAU filed a Certificate of 
Incorporation with the Department of State, State of New York, 
Albany, New York, and henceforth, the organization's true 
name will be Organization of Afro-American Unity, Incorporated.

For the information of Chicago, JOHN HENRIK 
CLARKE, a Negro, 45 years of age, currently resides 
with his wife and children at 223 W. 137th St., 
New York City. 


He has been an Associate Editor of 
Freedomways Magazine of 799 Broadway, New York City, 
for a number of years. This publication is self-described 
as a Quarterly Review of the Negro Freedom Movement. 


In the late 1960's, for a period of several 
years CLARKE was also Director of the African 
Heritage Program of Haryou-Act at 181 West 135th St., 
New York City. The "New York Times" issue of 10/28/64, 
page 46, column 1, describes Haryou-Act as a Harlem 
Youth Project formed by the merger of two organizations, 
Harlem Youth Opportunities Unlimited and Associated 
Community Teams. The Times article said the aim of this 
Harlem project was to attempt an improvement of the 
status of underprivileged youth. 


As of January, 1969, CLARKE was, in 
addition to the employments set out above, also 
the Secretary-Treasurer of M.X. Associates, book 
publishing, located at 223 West 137th St., which address 
is the same as the subject's address. 


As of August, 1970, CLARKE was no longer 
affiliated with Haryou-Act, but was determined to be 
a Professor of Black and Puerto Rican Studies at 
Hunter College located at 68th St. and Park Avenue, 
New York City. This employment, of course, was 
in addition to the other two specified above. 


CLARKE is currently on the Security Index 
of the New York Office. 
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CLARKE was interviewed by Bureau Agents 
at New York on 1/10/62. In the course of his 
remarks at that time he said he had made a trip 
to Cuba at the behest of a cultural committee in 
Cuba, which had sponsored the trip for various writers 
and journalists. CLARKE indicated that all his 
expenses for this trip were paid. He indicated that 
he was not approached by anyone to write pamphlets 
or brochures regarding racial conditions in the United 
States for eventual publication in Cuba. 


| CLARKE additionally stated that he had 

never belonged to the CP at any time. He said he had 
been a subscriber to the "Daily Worker" but could not 
recall the year although he pointed out that his 
subscription was only for a limited period of the. 
The "Daily Worker" was an East Coast Communist 
newspaper. CLARKE went on to say that he did not read 
the "Daily Worker" because of his Iking for Communist 
philosophy, but rather because on many occasions 

there were good articles in the paper which were .contributed 
by various Negro writers. CLARKE went on to say he has 
attended meetings of practically every type of political 
group but does not have any allegiance to any 
particular group. 


In response to questioning, CLARKE 
indicated that he had no inclination to cooperate 
with the Bureau or with any other Government agency. 
He indicated that he did not want to become involved 
as he was much too busy trying to make a living. 

The interviewing agents on this occasion, based on 
the results of the interview and CLARKE's attitude, 
felt that he had no potential value from the . 
standpoint of becoming a source or an informant. 


CLARKE has now been fully identified. 
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No further action is being taken concerning

CLARKE was introduced as the 
Editor of "Freedomways" magazine. In his speech, CLARKE 
discussed the history of a Negro culture in glowing terms 
and condemnedthe American culture.

Militant Labor Forums are public forums 
sponsored by the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
and are held Friday evenings at 706 Broadway, 
New York, New York. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive

for W. E. B. DU BOIS sponsored by "Freedomways" and held on 
February 23,1968 at Carnegie Hall, New York, New York. There 
were approximately 1,800 people present at this meeting and 
all praised the lifework of Doctor DU BOIS.

February 28, 1968 
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W E. B. DU BOIS was a self-admitted member 
of the CPUSA who is deceased. 


CIARKE was in attendance and spoke at the 25th 
Anniversary Commemoration of the Warsaw Ghetto Uprising, 
under the sponsorship of the American Federation for Aid 
to Polish Jews, held April 21, 1968 at the Manhattan Center, 
New York, New York. 


CLARKE in his speech condemed "Hitlerism” and 
stated that it still exists today. 


NY T-5 
April 23, 1968 


The American Federation for Aid to Polish Jews 
guards and promotes the interests of Polish 
Jews. It is controlled by Communists and is 
sponsored by the "Morning Freiheit", described 
as a Yiddish Communist newspaper. 


The "Morning Freiheit" of April 23, 1968, page 1, 
contained an article dealing with a "Ghetto Memorial Meeting", 
held April 21, 1968 at the Manhattan Center, New York, New 
York. The article reflects that JOHN CLARKE, Editor of 
"Freedomways", was one of the guest speakers and that he 
received a warm reception from the audience. 


A characterization of the "Morning Freiheit" 
appears in the appendix pages of this report. 


NY T-6 advised on September 9, 1970, that JOHN H. 
CLARKE was in attendance at one or more sessions of the 
Congress of African Peoples held September 3 - T, 1970 at 
Atlanta, Georgia. NY T-6 on September 9, 1970, also furnished 
a letter on the stationery of the Congress of African 
Peoples which reflected that JOHN H. CLARKE would conduct 
a "Workshop" on History at this Congress. 
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NY T-7 on September 11, 1970 advised that CLARKE 
was in attendance at one or more sessions of the Congress 
for Afrigan Peoples held September 3 - T» 1970 at Atlanta, 
Georgiak | NY T-7 further stated that at this Congress, one 


RICHARD HENRY, President of the Republic of New Africa 

(RNA), New Orleans Louisiana, prepared a list of names 

which he identified as "the Black Liberation Army Contact 
List of all Revolutionary Black International People." 

HENRY talked to these individuals when they visited a 
reception room of the RNA and indicated that the RNA is 
interested in furthering relationships with these individuals. 
The name of one JOHN CLARKE, New York City, was on this list. 


A characterization of the RNA appears in the 
appendix section of this report. 


The Congress of African Peoples held 
September 3 - 7, 1970 in Atlanta, Georgia, 
has been publicly described as an exchange 
of Black Power Conferences held in 1966, 
1967 and 1968 in the United States and in 
1969 in Bermuda, all of which attracted 
thousands of black people. The ideology 
expressed during the Congress was Pro- 
Africanism described as a working relation- 
ship between blacks in America and those on 
the Continent of Africa. Under this theory 
both economic and political institutions 
would be established to deal with the problems 
of blacks. The Congress closed with a call 
for the formation of a black political party 
under the banner of Pan Africanism. 


NY T-8 advised on October 19, 1970 that JOHN H. 
CLARKE was in attendance at a "Black State Reception and 
Dinner" sponsored by the Congress of African Peoples for 
African leaders and delegations to the United Nations held 
on October 16, 1970 at the Hotel Pierre, New York, New York. 
There were approximately 200 - 250 persons present at this 
affair. 
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Various speakers spoke after the dinner at this 
reception and all called for the unity of black people. 


NY T-9 on November 9, 1970, advised that the 
Political Liberation Workshop Council 25, of the Congress 
of African Peoples held a meeting on November 7, 1970 at 
502 High Street, Newark, New Jersey. At this meeting 
a list of individuals who were selected at the Congress of 
African Peoples held September 3, 1970 in Atlanta, Georgia, 
as representatives from a Workshop, was passed out. This 
list also includes the individual's respective workshop 
affiliation. Included on this list was one JOHN H. CLARKE, 
223 West 137th Street, New York, New York, with workshop 


affiliation listed as "History". 


C. Miscellaneous 


NY T-10 on July 8, 1968 made available a pamphlet 
captioned, "MALCOIM X, the Man and his Mission”, written by 
JOHN HENRIK CIARKE. This pamphlet traces the life of MALCOIM 
X from his birth to his murder. 


NY T-10 on July 3, 1968, made available a pamphlet 
captioned, "The Afro-Americans in New York City in a Lecture 
on the Making of Harlem - the World's Most Famous Ethnic 
Community”, by JOHN HENRIK CLARKE. This pamphlet traces the 
history of New York City and Harlem from colonial days to the 
present time. 


Other sources familiar with certain phases of Communist 


Party activities and related matters in the New York City area 
were contacted in May, 1971 and could furnish no information 
identifiable with CLARKE.

ROBERT F, WILLIAMS, 
who was then residing in Peking, China, was named as its 
President-in-Exile. After fleeing the United States in 
1961 following the issúance of a local warrant in North 
Carolina on a charge of kidnapping growing out of a racial 
incident, WILLIAMS published and broádcast hate-type 
material in Cuba and China prior to his return to the 
United States in September, 1969. Shortly after his return, 
WILLIAMS resigned from RNA. ` | 


A second source has advised that the purpose of 
the RNA is to establish an independent black nation within 
the United States, demanding the States of Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and South Carolina, in addition, to 
pay $10,000 per black citizen as payment for 400 years of 
ancestral slave labor. 


A third source advised on March 14, 1969, that an 
army of the RNA, known as the Black Legion, dedicated to 
black freedom and committed to the concept of systematic 
armed revolution, has been established. Black Legion members 
are expected to participate in military training and 
engage in firearms practice. The RNA plans to establish an 
underground Black Legion in addition to an aboveground Black 
Legion in order to avoid detection. by the police. 


According to this source, Black Legion members 
acting as bodyguards at a session of the Second National y 
Convention of the RNA in Detroit, Michigan, on March 29, 1969, 
were involved in a shoot-out with members of the Detroit 
_ Police Department which resulted in the killing of one
